25,000 Attend Opening

To Be World’s Largest 


Signal Telegraphed by Mrs. Franklin Roose- 
velt Puts $1,000,000 Exhibition Offi- 
cially Under Way. 


TWO DEMOCRATIC 
CANDIDATES QUI 
ALDERMAN RAE 


John J. Keegan and Daniel 
Johnston Decide They 
Can’t Qualify Under the 
Charter. 


Two of the 14 Democratic nomi- 
nees for Aldermen withdrew from 
the ticket yesterday because of a 
belief they were not qualified un- 
der the charter. The vacancies on 
the ticket were filled by the Demo- 
cratic City Committee. 

Those who withdrew were John 
J. Keegan, real estate dealer and 
professional bondsman, 3515 Uni- 
versity street, nominee in the Nine- 
teenth Ward, and Deputy Sheriff 


Daniel (Boley) Johnston, 4489 
Washington boulevard, Twenty- 
third Ward. 


In Keegan’s place the committee 
filed with the Election Board yes- 
terday John P. Collins, lawyer, 1724 
North Grand boulevard. He is a 
nephew of the late John P. Collins, 
one-time State Senator. Collins was 
a member of the 1925-26 Board of 
Freeholders which proposed a mer 
ger of the city and county. His 
sister, Mrs. Vera Callahan, is Nine- 
teenth Ward Democratic Commit- 
teewoman. He is associated in the 
undertaking business with his fa- 
ther, William L. Collins, and other 
members of the family. 

In place of Johnston the commit- 
tee named Allen E. Peterson, sales- 
man, 4460A Page avenue. 

Chairman Godfrey of the Demo- 
cratic Committee said Keegan and 
Johnston withdrew voluntarily be- 
cause of the question of their eligi- 
bility. The charter provides that 
no person shall become an Alder- 
man unless he has been an assessed 
taxpayer of the city for two years 
and a resident of his ward for one 
year preceding the election. Kee- 
gan, who has spent most of his life 
in the Nineteenth Ward, moved 
away two months following his de- 


feat for re-election as Democratic 


Committeeman of the ward last 
August, Godfrey said. Keegan told 
Godfrey it had not occurred to him 
that any question would be raised 
as to his eligibility, but that there 
was talk of attacking his qualifica- 
tion. 

Godfrey said Johnston was not an 
assessed taxpayer in his own name, 
and that Johnston told him an at- 
tack was being made on him for 
that reason. Johnston said he had 
not thought he was not qualified. 
Johnston pays taxes. indirectly 
through an estate, the chairman re- 
lated. Both Johnston and Keegan 
desired to avoid controversy over 
their status, Godfrey added. 

Time for withdrawals from the 
ticket expired at 5 p. m. yesterday. 
The Democratic committee held a 
hastily called special meetinz in the 
morning, attended by 51 of the 56 
members and by Keegan and 
Johnston. Godfrey said the selec- 
tion of Collins and Peterson was 


unanimous. He said Keegan was 


qualified as an assessed taxpayer: 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, ex- 
amining city assessment records, 
found that neither Johnston nor 
Keegan was assessed for personal 
property in 1931-33. There is no 
real estate assessment in John- 
ston’s name. A lot on Chouteau 
avenue is assessed in the name of 
John Keegan. 

The records show no personal 
property returns for 1932 or 1931 
for two other Democratic nom- 
inees for Aldermen, John R. Slay, 
Seventh Ward, and Michael J. 
Scott, Twenty-first. Slay made a 
return for this year of $150 and 
Scott $50. Slay is head of the Slay 
Motor Service Co., which made a 
personal property return of $4680 
for 1931 and $2030 for 1932. God- 
frey declared that Slay, Scott and 
all the other aldermanic nominees 
were qualified as taxpayers under 
the Charter..: 

The City Counselor’s office has 
held in the past that payment of 
personal property real estate, mer- 
chant’s, copartnership or income 
taxes suficed to satisfy the Charter 
requirement, but that payments on 
property standing in another per- 
son’s name did not suffice. It has 
been held that assessment of the 
tax is enough, payment not being 
a’ prerequisite to qualification. 

The chief clerk of the License 
Collector’s office said Slay paid no 
merchants’ tax in his own name 
in 1931 or 1932. Assessor Gehner 
told a reporter he could not find 
the names of Johnston, Slay or 
Scott on the State income tax books 
for 1931-32.

CONGRESS DROPS 


DOWN TO NORMAL 


Roosevelt ‘‘Honeymoon” 
About Over, a Situation 
Not Unwelcome, as He Is 
Amenable to Suggestions. 


PROGRAM WILL BE 
STUDIED CAREFULLY 


INew Phase Signalized by 
Scrutiny of Farm Bill by 
Senate — Progressives a 
Little Cool.

WASHINGTON, March 2. — 
President Roosevelt’s “honeymoon’ 
is over, insofar as it consisted in 
Congress swallowing every m2a- 
sure which came from the Whit: 
House without crossing a “t” or 
dotting an “i”. This does not mean 
necessarily that there will be dis- 
cord between the President and 
Congress, but it does mean that 
hereafter Congress will exercise its 
function of scrutinizing and revis- 
ing the President's proposals. 

The turn of events was signal- 
ized when the Senate Agricuiture 
Committee announced its deter- 
mination to rewrite the President’s 
farm bill, when President Green of 
the American Federation of Labor 
criticised the President's reforesta- 
tion bill as “Hitlerism, Fascism and 
Communism,” and when President 
Whitney of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainment pronounced the 
administration’s unemployment re 
lief program “ill-advised and inade- 
quate.” The ice has been broken, 
and hereafter discussion in Con- 
gress will be free and abundaat, 
especially in the Senate. ‘Lhe 
“shush, shush” period is ended. 

The President is aware of the 
fact, has already commented urcn 
it, and there are indications tha* it 
is not entirely unwelcome to him. 
Unlike some of his predecessors, 
he is amenable to suggestions, and 
certain experiences in conneciion 
with the emergency legisla‘ion 
jammed through during the last 
three weeks may have aroused him 
to the dangers involved in that sort 
of procedure. 

Senate and Banking Bill. 

For example, it is now quietly 
admitted by administration leaders 
that, if the Senate had emulated 
the example of the House in pass- 
ing the banking bill without even 
reading it, the consequences might 
have been chaotic. The Senate 
adopted no less than 35 amead- 
ments for the simple purpose of 
clarifying the meaning. Otherwise, 
conflicting interpretation would 
have been placed on some of the 
most important provisions. 

The House passed the farm bill 
by an overwhelming majority but 
the debate which preceded the vote 
was one of the most remarkabie 
on record. Half the speakers said 
they intended to vote for the vill, 
although, they were convinced it 
would never work, and about half 
of the remainder said they wou'd 
vote for it, although they had no 
idea what it meant. 

When the bill reached the Senute 
it was referred to the Agricuiture 
Committee, which immediateiy 
made clear that the measure wuld 
undergo drastic revision before it

bill will be substituted. One S2n- 
ator described the administra‘ion 
bill as “embodying all the worst 
features of all the farm bills ever 
presented.”

MOONEY OBTAINS 
ANOTHER TRIAL 


AFTER 16 YEARS 


To Be Arraigned on Untried 
Murder Indictment Simi- 
lar to the One on Which 

_ He Was Convicted. 


IF ACQUITTED HE 
EXPECTS A PARDON 


District -Attorney W i t h- 
draws From ‘‘Make-Be- 
lieve” Trial—Many Wit- 
nesses Dead.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 25.— 
Tom Mooney was granted a new op- 
portunity today, after 16 years of 
imprisonment, to come into court 
and acquit ,himself of the 1916 Pre- 
paredness day parade bombing 
here in which 10 persons were 
killed and 40 injured. 

The prisoner, to whose cause or- 
ganized labor and the working 
classes of many parts of the world 
have rallied for years, obtained the 
right to a trial in cour. here April 
26 on a heretofore unused murder 
indictment growing out of the 
bombing. 

Superior Judge Louis H. Ward, 

in granting a motion of defense at- 
torneys, held there could be no 
abridgement of the right of a de- 
fendant to a jury trial for each in- 
dictment against him. 
' The unused indictment, except 
for the names of victims involved, 
is the same as that upon which 
he was convicted and sentenced to 
death. The senten was commut- 
ed to life imprisonment. 

Defense attorneys demanded the 
additional trial on the theory that 
an acquittal now would strengthen 
Mooney’s fight for a pardon. He 
has said repeatedly he would accept 
nothing less than a full pardon, de- 
claring he is innocent and the vic- 
tim of a “capitalistic frameup.” 

Prosecutor Withdraws. 

Judge Ward's decision was fol- 
lowed by the quick withdrawal of 
Matthew A. Brady, District Attor- 
ney, from prosecution of the gase 
and the designation by the Court 
of the State Attorney-General’s’ of- 
fice as prosecutor. 

“Mooney, turning from his work 
in San Quentiz Prison to hear the 
news, said: 

“IT am very happy. I felt there 
would be a revulsion on the part of 
the people against the injustice in 
my case and that they would insist 
that some way be found to right 
the wrong. 

“This is the nearest expedient 
under the law. 

“I am quite confident there is no 
question about the outcome. I will 
be acquitted. The evidence we will 
be able to produce will be over- 
whelming.” 

His 84-year-old. mother, Mrs. 
Mary Mooney, said: “This is the 
happiest moment of my life, I be- 
lieve this means that.Tom will be 
free. I want to thank the workers 
all over the world who have been 
demanding a new trial for him.” 


“Make-Believe Trial.” . 
District Attorney Brady told the 
Court he was out of sympathy with 
“such a make-believe trial,” and 
that it could be of no benefit to 
Mooney. Brady asserted even an 
acquittal would leave the prisoner’s 


status unchanged. 

“He would still be confined in 
State’s prison under the former 
jvdgment,” said Brady. 

Because many of the witnesses 
in the original case have died or 
have gone beyond the reach of the 
State courts, the status of the pros- 
ecution necessarily was left in a 
somewhat confused state. Frank C. 
Oxman, the State’s star witness 
against Mooney, is dead. 

Frank McDonald, another impor- 
tant one, has told varying stories 
since. Brady dnformed the court 
it would be impossible for the State 
to go to trial “because of the ab- 
sence of evidence for prosecution.”

$5.40 per 100 pounds and that Ger- 
man imports were principally from 
the United States, the world’s lead- 
ing producer. 

Preliminary figures for the year 
ending last June 30 indicate this 
country exported 142,354,000 pounds 
of lard to Germany compared with 
107,317,000 the previous year. Ex- 
ports to all nations totaled §42,- 
630,000 against 585,670,000.

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HEARING TO GO ON 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Says Smith Plan Is Inade- 
quate, Denies Cost Will 
Be $800,000,000. | 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 25. — The 
administration farm bill that went 
through the House so smoothly and 
speedily, now faces prospect of 
further délay in the Senate. 

Despite efforts of Secretary of 
‘Agriculture Wallace to get quick 
action, the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee has decided to continue pub- 
lic hearings next week. | 

This decision followed hearings 
today in which John A. Simpson, 
president of the National: Farmers’ 
Union, again attacked the measure 
as “impossible” and Wallace de- 
fended it as an emergency proposi- 
tion essential to help producers of 
major crops. Their decision, lead- 
ers agree, will delay a réport to the 
Senate until the latter part of next 
week. Some members thiink the 
bill may not reach the Senate floor 
even then. 

Many members of the committee, 
including Chairman Smith, who 
has a substitute pending, and Sena- 
tor McNary (Rep.), Oregon, favor 
revision of the bill to simplify it, 
while others want to restrict its ap- 
plication to fewer than the nine 
commodities covered. 

Representatives of the commodi- 
ties—wheat, cotton, corn, hogs, cat- 
tle, sheep, tobacco, rice and dairy 
products—are to be heard, includ- 
ing producers and processors. 

Ready Answers to Questions. 

Wallace, making his first appear- 
ance at a public congressional com- 
mittee hearing, impressed the Agri- 
culture group with his straight- 
forward statements and ready an- 
swers to a rapid fire of questions. 

Frequently talking with the end 
of a pencil in his mouth, the Cabi- 
net member from the Iowa corn 
belt asserted changing farm condi- 
tions made it essential that “Con- 
gress enact legislation granting 
broad and flexible powers to the 
administration.” 

“It must trust for a solution of 
the present emergency,” he said, “to 
the exercise of sound discretion by 
the Chief Executive and those who 
carry out his program. 

“Nothing less will suffice to 
meet the realities that now confront 
us. Congress has granted such au- 
thority to méet the banking emer- 
gency. It should, in my judgment, 
do likewise in meéting the agricul- 
tural emergency, which is so inti- 
mately woven with the banking sit- 
uation and the industrial depres- 
sion,” 

$300,000,000 Estimate Denied. 

Declaring prompt action was de- 
manded if the big administrative 
machine was to be set up in time to 
help this year’s plantings, Wallace 
denied having estimated the cost 
of the bill’s operations at $800,000,- 
000 for the first year and said that, 
while the department was trying to 
figure how many extra men would 
be needed to adfhinister it, the 
number was “problematical.” 

Simson had estimated the bill 
would cost $600,000,000, annually, ex- 
cluding land rentals, and 200,000 
men to administer it. 

“No sound answer (as to cost) 
can be made in advance,” Wallace 
said. “The answer depends upon 
what products the processors’ tax 
is placed; on the current farm 
prices; on the amount of tax 
fixed, having due regard for the 
that limit - the 
amount of the tax; on the changes 
in the consumer’s purchasing pow- 
er; and on many of the economic 
factors which now constitute a 
part of the present national and 


‘international emergency. 


“I desire to add, however, that 
the percentage of the retail prices 
which now goes to the farmer is 
60 small that the addition of the 
tax will have only a slight effect 
on retail prices, and that the con- 
sumer, as well as the farmer and 
business man, has everything to 
gain from a fair and balanced re- 
lationship of production to con- 
sumption that will restore to the 
farmer the pre-war purchasing 
power of his commodities.”

cotton. He especially did not want 
to see corn and hogs eliminated. 

The Smith substitute would 
eliminate the sections providing a 
reduction of acreage through 
agreements with producers under 
a modified form of the allotment 
principle. ‘ 

“As I read the substitute now 
under consideration,” Wallace said, 
“no adequate provision is made for 
protecting the consumer's interest 
by adjusting the tax’ with due re- 
gard thereto.” 

Taking up the bill section by sec- 
tion, Wallace said that, under the 
acreage control provisions, he did 
not contemplate that the country 
permanently forsake its foreign 
markets, but only that it should 
face the fact of the existing carry- 
overs. He asserted it was neces- 
sary to control the acreage planted 
with a view to keeping the new 
production in accord with the na- 
tion’s potential domestic and for- 
eign markets. 

' For Fiexible Authority. 


As for control of marketed pro- 
duction, he said, acreage control 
would not be suited to preventing 
over-production of livestock. 

“Tt is necessary,” he added, “that 
authority be given to meet the hog 
situation by controlling the number 
and possibly the tonnage, of the 
hogs marketed. 

“It may be found that control 
of the cotton surplus can best be 
handled through control of produc- 
tion at the gin, rather than by con- 
trol of acreage planted. 

“Natural conditions beyond the 
reach of the producer may neces- 
sitate production control rather 
than acreage control. It is neces- 
sary that the Administration have 
not only the authority to control 
acreage planted but also to control 
production marketed, in order to 
meet the varied circumstances.” 

Marketing Agreements. 

Under the proposed marketing 
agreements with processors and 
producer associations, he said, it 
may in many instances assure pro- 
ducers a fair return “without the 
necessity for the processing tax and 
rental or benefit payments.” 

“It has been suggested,” he add- 
ed, “that the hog situation can be 
met in large part through such 
agreements. Such agreements 
might also afford a means of as- 
suring the tobacco producer a bet- 
ter price for his commodity. 

“Through such agreements proc- 
essors might find it possible to 
place themselves in such a position 
as to eliminate some of- the dis 
tributive costs and certain of their 
practices which now serve to de- 
press the price to the producer. 
The marketing agreements also af- 
ford a means of providing relief for 
many minor comm es with re- 
spect to which acreage or produc- 
tion control and rental or benefit 
payments are not contemplated un- 
der the bill.” 

Wallace said he regarded the li- 
censing provisions as “vital.” 

“They are not an end in them- 
selves,” he said, “but are supple- 
mentary authority to effectuate 
production and marketing  pro- 
— that might otherwise be de- 
eated through practices unfair to 
the public or producers, or even 
to the large number of processors 
and distributors who would be 
making an earnest attempt to ef- 
fectuate the policy of the bill. 

“A Tax Mlastration, 

“To illustrate, I would feel that 

the policy were being defeated 
should, as a result of a three-cent 
processing tax on cotton, an exces- 
sive tax Increase in price be passed 
on the consumer. The processing 
tax, if used, should not be availed 
of to pyramid costs to the consum- 
er. 
“The cotton farmer obtains ap- 
proximately 5 cents for the cotton 
in a shirt which costs the consum- 
er $1 or $1.50. A Scent tax, even 
with due allowance for wastage and 
other factors, should not increase 
that cost more than approximately 
another 5 cents.” | 


The processing tax, he said, 


money | Would not necessarily become oper 


ative with respect to all commod!- 
ties in the bill. 


“If a satisfactory price could be | 


reached and maintained by trade 
agreements,” he added, “no tax 
would be imposed.” He also said: 


“When rental or benefit payments 
are found necessary to correct the 
situation, the tax must produce the 
revenue necessary to administer the 
bill and to protect the Treasury 
from deficits. 

“The tax is permitted to be levied, 
however, only with due regard for 
the consumer’s ability to meet any 
increase in price occasioned there- 
by. This flexibility is important. 

“All of the powers requested are 
essential if the administration is to 
be adequately empowered to meet 
the agricultural situation. The par- 
ticular powers that will be exercised 
with respect to any given commod- 
ity at any given time cannot be 
stated in advance. 


“This must be determined on the 
basis of investigation of facts by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. These 
investigations will be undertaken 
promptly upon the passage of the 
measure and will not serve to delay 
the placing of the measure into ef- 
fect. Full opportunity will -be 
given producers, processors, and 
other distributors to suggest the 
most effective use of these powers 
for each particular commodity. 


Counts en Co-operation. 


“I have every expectation that 
not only the producers, but most of 
the processors, and I hope other 
handers, will co-operate with the 
administration. Such co-operation 
is essential to fair and effective ad- 
ministration, and will, I hope, serve 
to avoid the necessity for the ex- 
tensive use of some of the more 
drastic of the powers proposed to 
be conferred. 


“The planting season is now un- 
der way in many parts of our coun- 
try. Agricultural relief is an es- 
sential part of the administration? 
efforts to overcome our present 
economic depression. Time must 
not be lost if any action taken is 
to produce the fullest benefit. 

“I, therefore, urge upon you, 
gentlemen of the committee, the 
necessity of doing everything with- 
in your power to co-operate with 
the administration in expediting 
the farm relief program, and of 
giving us a program that is ade- 
quate to meet the situation.” 


Simpson’s Objections. 


Simpson said that, under the 
measure, designed to raise farm 
prices to the pre-war level through 
large grants of power to the Sac- 
retary of Agriculturé, 100,000 men 
would be needed to regulate 6,500,- 
000 producers of nine major com- 
modities, and another 100,000 would 
be necessary to regulate proces- 
sors and handlers. 


Figuring the outlay for each per- 
son at $3000 a year, Simpson then 
said the total cost would be $600,- 
000,000.

Maxey charged the change, in- 
volving entry of a reversal by the 
Speaker of a ruling, and a direc- 
tion to the chief clerk to remove 
the bill from the calendar, was 
not made while the House was in 
session, and that the Speaker had 
no power to order such a change, 


‘lunder such circumstances. 


A vote on Maxey’s motion to 
expunge the change, and thereby 
reinstate the bill on the calendar, 
was blocked, after two hours of 
parliamentary wrangling. When 
Democratic floor leader Keating 
of Kansas City, raised the point 
the House did not have a quorum 
present and forced an adjourn- 
ment. Maxey’s motion will come 
up, however, under the rules, when 
the House reconvenes Monday aft- 
ernoon. 

The bill has been opposed by 
public utility. companies of the 
State, which, in this session, have 
been successful in killing most of 
the proposed legislation not de- 
sired by then. The Maxey bill has 
been revived twice by the author, 
after setbacks in its rather stormy 
course in the Legislature. 

The record entry in controversy, 
admittedly made after the House 
concluded its afternoon session Fri- 
day, but while the journal tech- 
nically still was open, was a re- 
versal by the Speaker of a ruling 
made earlier in the day, declaring 
a motion by Maxey for reconsid- 
eration of the vote by which the 
bill had been defeated three days 
previously, had been carried.

Called On by Utility Men. 

Meredith today told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he-had reversed his 
ruling, after the House had ter- 
minated its afternoon session, on 
the ground constitutional require- 
ments as to reconsidering defeat 
of a bill, had not been complied 
with, and that he had directed the 
chief clerk to take the bill off the 
calendar. 

The Speaker said Charles H. 
Mayer of St. Joseph, legislative rep- 
resentative for the Doherty Public 
Utility interests, and Ludwick 
Graves of Kansas City, legislative 
representative of the Kansas City 
Power & Light Co., visited him in 
his? office yesterday afternoon, af- 
ter the House adjournment, and 
suggested the bill was dead because 
constitutional requirements had not 
been met.

Display in Another Building. 

As the opening ceremonies ended 
and spectators threaded their way 
down the aisles from the balcony, 
the Arena floor was jammed. Many 
gave up in despair any attempt to 
see the exhibits there until the first 
rush was over. But, crossing 
through an enclosed walk to the 
east building, they were rewarded 
by a. display even lovelier. 

Flower scents from the gardens 
in the.exhibition building mingled 
with the fragrance of cedar bark 
fand boughs which transformed 
utilitarian columns into things of 
beauty.

—many of them almost “life” size— 
stately marble, summery awning 
stripes and sparkling fountains en- 
livened the garden greens. 

Dogwood and redbud from the

There were restful corners of 
green and flowers flanked by dig- 
nified brick or limestone or white 
summer pergolas.

“Snyder had been drinking,” Mrs.

He is a 
powerful man and he grabbed hold 
of my arms and struck me’ 

“We were on the back porch and 
I went. into the bedroom and got 
my husband’s revolver. When I 
started back through the kitchen 
Snyder was wrestling with my hus- 
band. 

“He saw me and grabbed for an 
ax that was by the door. Then I let 
him have it.” 

Mrs. Chaney fired one shot, the 
bullet hitting Snyder in the head. 

Mrs. Chaneysaid that she and 
her husband had known Snyder for 
12 years and that she had warned 
him several times against growing 
abusive when drinking. The shoot- 
ing was witnessed by a roomer at 
the Chaney house, William Carr, a 
51-year-old teamster. 

Both Chaney and Carr corrobo- 
rated Mrs. Chaney’s account. 

Police learned of the shooting 
when Mrs. Chaney appeared at the 
station, laid the revolver on the 
counter and announced: 

“I guess I’m in for it—I just 
shot a man.”

Statement by Judge. 

In granting the motion Judge

History of the Mooney Case. 


The Mooney case had its begin- 
ning on July 22, 1916, when during 
a@ preparedness parade a bomb ex- 
ploded, killing six persons outright 
and injuring 44, most of them spec- 
tators lined up on the sidewalk. to 
watch the parade. Later four of the 
injured died. 

July 26, 1916, Warren K. Billings, 
a machinist, and his landlady, Mrs. 
Belle Lavin, were arrested. Three 
years previously Billings had been 
convicted in Sacramento of trans- 
porting explosives on a public con- 
veyance and sentenced to two 
years in prison. Five years previ- 
ously Mrs. Lavin had been arrested 
charged with complicity in the dy- 
namiting of the Los Angeles Times 
in which 21 persons were killed. 
Police found in Billings’ quarters 
Some 200 bullets which they said 
were identical with those used in 
making the San Francisco bomb. 

The next day Mooney and his 
wife, a music teacher, were arrest- 
ed in Guerneville, about 65 miles 
north of San Francisco. Mooney 
was described as a labor agitator 
and an associate of Billings. 


Mooney, Mrs. Mooney, Billings, 
Edward F. Nolan, a labor agitator, 
and Israel Weinberg, a service car 
driver, were indicted for murder on 
August 2. The trials were conduct- 
ed separately. Mooney was convict- 
ed of first degree murder, Billings 
of second degree murder, and Mrs. 
Mooney and Weinberg were acquit- 
ted. Nolan was never tried.

TO JOHN M’CORMACK 


Famous Tenor to Get Annual 
Award of University of Notre 
Dame.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., March 25 — 


John McCormack, famous _§ tenor, 


will be the 2933 recipient of the 
Laetare medal of the University of 


Notre Dame, the Rev. Charles L, 
O’Donnell, president, announced to- 
day. 

Proclamation of the award comes 
by custom on the fourth Sunday of 
the Lenten season, called Laetare 
Sunday. 

The Rev. Ir. O’Donnell said that, 
inasmuch as this was the golden 
jubilee year of the medal, he hoped 
tu make the presentation at the 
university’s eighty-eighth annual 
commencement exercises, Sunday, 
June 4, in the presence of as many 
living medalists as can attend. 

The honor has been bestowed an- 
nually since 1883 in recognition of 
individual merit, and as an inspir- 
ation to greater achievement on 
leaders chosen from the ranks of 
the Catholic laity in the United 
States. 

The Rev. Mr. O’Donnell an- 
nounced McCormack was chosen by 
the committee not only because of 
his standing in his profession but 
for his exemplary Christian life and 
wide charities.

S. Judge—Holding Com- 
pany in Receivership. 


B. Nugent & Bro. Dry Goods Co., 
established in St. Louis 60 years 


ago this month, will be sold at 
auction Friday morning at 10:30 
o'clock at the downtown depart- 
ment store, Broadway and Wash- 
ington avenue. 

The sale was ordered by Federal 
Judge Fields of Wilmington, Del., 
who has appointed receivers for 
National Department Stores, Inc., a 
holding firm for Nugents and stores 
in other cities. The receivers rec- 
ommended the sale, informing the 
Court Nugents was losing money 
and there was no immediate pros- 
pect for improvement. 

Franz A. Cramer, president _ of 
B. Nugent & Bro., said neither he 
nor those interested in National 
Department Stores planned to bid 
at the sale and effect a reorgan- 
ization. What will become of the 
business, he said, will depend on 
decisions to be made by the suc- 
cessful bidders. The stores once 
had about 1500 employes, but Cra- 
mer said the present number was 
about 400. 

Federal Judge Davis has been 
informed two St. Louis department 
stores will be among the bidders. 

Appraised at $863,000. 

The sale will be conducted by 
Ben Selkirk & Sons, auctioneers. 

Book value of the property is 
$863,000. Of this $400,000 is for 
merchandise; $338,000 for equip- 
ment, and $125,000 for accounts re- 
ceivable.

SEIZED: LID STILL ON 


Chief Gerk and President Igoe 
of Police Board Issue 
Warning. 


The whir and tinkle of slot ma- 
chines, evident during the last few 
weeks in an unusual number of pub- 
lic places, has been stilled again. 


Warning that all such machines 
that issue tokens, redeemable or 
not, will be seized, was issued by 
Chief of Police Gerk Friday and 
was followed by several police raids 
in which the devices were confis- 
cated. 

Store proprietors who allowed 
glib salesmen to install the ma- 
chines on their assurance that “It’s 
going to be all right—you won't be 
bothered,” are convinced that 
“somebody lied,” and the contrap- 
tions have been placed under cover 
or returned. 

Word.. reached authorities tast 
week that slot machine distributers 
in St. Louis were intimating 
through salesmen that the devices 
were not to be the object of rigid 
official vigilance. Inquiry revealed 
that the machines had been placed 
in drug stores, pool halls, restau- 
rants, hotels and saloons through- 
out the city, and that proprietors 
had been “given to understand that 
it was all right, now.” 

One drug store owner, whose ma- 
chine was seized Thursday a few 
hours after it. had been installed, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday that he had been persuaded 
to put in the machine after a sales- 
man pointed out that “everybody 
else had them, and he might as well 
get in the swim,” and that “nobody 
was going to be bothered.”

the carriers, with holding com- 
panies to effect a sharing of the 
earnings. In every zone two com- 
peting lines would function. It was 
suggested this would put two lines 
in the East, two in the Southwest 
and three in the West. 

e other, more centralized proj- 
ect is being worked out by Prof. 
A. A. Berle of Columbia University, 
one of the President’s economic ad- 
visers, in conjunction with railway 
executives. 

All plans are being sifted through 
an unofficial committee which in- 
cludes Commissioner Eastman of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion; Daniel C. Roper, the Secre- 
tary of Commerce, and others. This 
group has been holding hearings all 
week, and its conclusions are ex- 
pected to have a great deal to do 
with the President's final recom- 
mendations. 

The legislation held in abeyance 
by Representative Rayburn is two- 
fold: Onc bill calls for Federal reg- 
ulation of railroad holding com- 
panies; the other would repeal the 
recapture clause of the Interstate 
Commerce act, that attempts a re- 
division of excess profits and in 13 
years’ trial has hardly been put in- 
to operation. 

President in Accord. 

The President is in accord with 
both objectives. The recapture 
clause, put through by the’ elder 
Senator La Follette, compelled the 
railroads as interpreted by the I. 
C. C. to hand to the Government 
one-half of all profits above 6 per 
cent on actual investment. A few 
paid, most protested, and the Gov- 
ernment never has completed the 
job of valuing the lines. The result 
has been that a potential debt to 
the Government of  $375,000,000 
hangs over the carriers. A serious 
handicap to their financing in hard 
times. The original idea was  -to 
lend the excess earnings to weak 
roads making less than their fair 
return. Railroads, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and others 
have joined in calling for repeal of 
the whole plan. 

Richberg told newspaper men af- 
ter conferring with the President 
that he was strongly opposed ‘to 
any reorganization which would 
add to unemployment. He did not 
mame the Prince proposal, in fact 
said he was not discussing .any 
specific plan now, but that program 
depends heavily for savings on re- 
duction in payrolls.

tweer Bob Fitzsimmons and Jim 
Corbett on St. Patrick’s Day, 1897. 
There were less than 4500 paid ad- 
missions, one of the smallest ga 
erings at any importanf fistic en- 
counter in modern times, yet it is 
the most talked-of contest in the 
history of pugilism. 

There are many reasons for this, 
primarily, the fact that from that 
bout came a new punch, the solar 
plexus blow which brought forth a 
new champion. Next in importance 
was the fact that two of the great- 
est fighters of all time, one, the 
father of modern science, the oth- 
er, the most colorful of the pugil- 
ists of his period, were the contest- 
ants. 

Then again, because the contest 
was the most ballyhooed of any of 
the last 35 years with the excep- 
tion of those handled by the ef- 
fective Jack Kearns, manager of 
Jack Dempsey and added to these, 
was the fact that the Carson City 
mill was the first ring bout in 
which motion pictures were taken 
for general display throughout the 
world. 

Between the columns upon col- 
umns of newspaper space allotted 
the fight during the training pe- 
riod and the motion pictures that 
were displayed in all parts of 
America and in Japan, England, 
Australia, South Africa, India and 
Egypt following the fight and the 
moving picture booklets which were 
sold at the candy shops for one 
penny, the Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
bout was brought home to more 
people than any up to the appear- 
ance of Jack Dempsey. 

The articles of agreement, for 
the Corbett-Fitz encounter, signed 
on Dec. 17, 1896, called for a fight 
to a finish for a purse of $15,000, 
this to go to the winner. The 
purse was to be put up by Dan 
Stuart, the Dallas, Tex., sportsman, 
and George Siler was to be the 
referee.

Before the fight began, 
Bat, a handy man with the trigger, 
had more than 400 guns stored 
away for safe keeping, for each of 
which he presented a receipt s0 
that the weapon could be redeemed 
after the show. 


Arena Half Empty.

Fitz 
had with him his brother-in-law, 
Martin Julian, Billy Ernst, Ernest 
Roeber, the wrestler, 
and Jack Stelzner.

“American Home Architecture” 
will be the subject of a series of 
illustrated lectures to be given by 
Guy Study, architect, in the Assem- 
bly Hall at Stix, Baer & Fuller at 
2:15 p. m.

Total for First Half of March in 37 Eastern 
States $24,666,100 as Against $54,038,400 
Last Year.

Contracts awarded for all classes 
of construction during the period 
from March 1 through March 16, 


totaled $24,666,100 in the 37 Eastern 
states, according to F. W. Dodge 
Corporation. Of this total, $6,645,600 
went into residential building; $10,- 
528,200 into non-residential awards, 
and $7,492,300 into public works and 
public utilities. During the corre- 
sponding 15-day period of March, 
1932, total construction awards ag- 
gregated $54,038,400. 

February construction awards in 
the 37 Eastern states totaled $52,- 
712,300, as compared with $83,356,- 
000 for January, and $89,045,800 for 
February, 1932. Declines in con- 
tracts from the preceding month 
were reported for each of the four 
major construction divisions; the 
loss in residential building was 
only nominal, but the declines in 
non-residential buildings, public 
works and public utilities were 
substantial. Contrasted with Feb- 
ruary totals of 1932, declines were 
registered in each of the principal 
divisions; relatively, public works 
fared best, while public utilities 
made the poorest showing. 

Upstate New York Gains. 

For the elapsed months of 1933 a 
contract total for all construction 
types of $136,068,300 was recorded. 
This contrasts with a total of $173,- 
844,200 for the corresponding twp 
months of 1932. | 

Contracts for construction 
awarded in February showed a 
gain over a year ago in Upstate 
New York; losses were reported in 
each of the remaining 12 districts. 
Residential buildings awards in 
February were larger in Texas than 
a year ago; all other districts re- 
ported declines in this type of 
work. Non-residential building 
awards during February showed 
gains over a year ago for the Met- 
ropolitan area of New York and 
Upstate New York territories; all 
other areas réported losses. For 
public works February contracts 
were larger than those shown in 
February, 1932, in the New En-

Contemplated construction work 
of all descriptions reported during 
February for the 37 Eastern states 
totaled $114,185,900. This compared 
with a total of $101,843,300 reported 
in January, and $165,179,200 shown 
for February, 1932.

The lists should 
have been kept confidential, it is 
alleged, and then might have been 
sold to other securities companies 
for more than $25,000. 

Cook received approval of the 
Court yesterday to file a claim for 
$25,000 with the Continental Life 
Insurance Co. under a policy in- 
suring the life of William Brace, 
former secretary of the Fidelity 
Bond and Mortgage Co., who was 
killed by carbon monoxide gas 
Thursday at his home in Evanston, 
Ill. The Fidelity. company is 
named as beneficiary in the policy, 
now held by First National Bank as 
security for an overdraft of $1800.

Practical Steps to Avoid War. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NE of our students said he would 

never fight in any war unless it could 
be reached on the Katy Railroad. The 
imminent prospect of repealing the eight- 
eenth amendment would seem to cause 
an unfortunate (7) gap in our Constitu- 
tion. Would it be proper to suggest a 
mew amendment to the effect that all 
future wars in which we may be a par- 
ticipant must be fought on a cash-and- 
carry basis, unless the area in which the 
difference of opinion is being contested 
can be reached on the Pennsy or the 
N. Y. Central? 
Is it necessary to defend the homeland 
on the Marne or in Flanders? Because 
of our geographical position, resources 
and far-flung commercial interests, does 
it not seem far more likely that we may 
become the aggressor, imposing our will, 
as Japan is doing today? May we take 
the position that since loss of life is an 
irreparable injury, we will at once res- 
cue Americans wherever denied reason- 
able protection, as in the Boxer case? 
May we also go so far as to bind our- 
selves to leave, with our rescued citi- 
zens, and not stay indefinitely, as we 
have in China? After the Boxer rebellion, 
all imperial powers increased their grip 
on Chinese custom duties and exercised 
even more strongly the “right of extra- 
territoriality.” 

Possibly everyone would be far better 
off if we had refused to permit anything 
to go to Europe except food from 1914 to 
the end of hostilities. It was found im- 
possible then to control the appetite for 
‘profit based upon the sale of munitions, 
and other, temporarily, highly lucrative 
war orders. A refusal on the part of 
large nations to sell to Japan anything 
but food, if that, as long as Japanese 
agression continues, might prove very 
helpful in the present difficulty. 

As someone recently said, not a thou- 
sand Communists can do as much harm 
‘to our institutions as the recent National 
_City Bank disclosures. Financiers such 
«as Mitchell and Baker are not the only 
“ones with feet of clay. There is no legal 
_ bond, but the moral law of the sea re- 
.quires a ship captain to pledge with his 

“own life the safety of everyone on his 
vessel. 

The number of our industrialists and 
financiers who were among the first to 
leave the ship, permitting their trusting 
stockholders to hold the bag, and even 
then dominate these companies by “re- 
mote control,” exercising such control 
without any personal risk or financial re- 
sponsibility, is a rather sad commentary 
upon the present state of American busi- 
ness ethics. Things of this sort seem a 
bit more difficult to get away with in a 
country such as England. 

Does it seem too far-fetched to imagine 
that the same code of business ethics 
that seems to have brought us perilously 
close to industrial and financial ruin do- 
mestically may also have been a contrib- 
uting factor in pushing us into needless 
wars, in which we had not the slightest 
real interest? 

IT have a notion it may be a good thing, 
in a period of comparative calm, to erect 
safeguards for the exercise of civil liber- 
ties during periods of great emotional 
stress. It might also help to diminish the 
fervent enthusiasm for war, if real steps 
are now taken to eliminate entirely all 
profit of whatever nature that may be di- 
rectly or indirectly attributable to war.

for 14 years, lies in ruins. In its place is a virtual 
absolute monarchy, with Adolf Hitler, former Aus 
trian house painter and a German citizen only since 
last year, as its potentate. The Weimar Constitution, 
that made Germany a democracy, is so much waste 
paper. The Reichstag has meekly dissolved itself for 
four years at Hitler’s behest, and will be heard from 
no more. The black-gold-fed flag of the Republic has 
disappeared from view, and in its place floats the 
black-whitered emblem of the former monarchy, with 
the swastika banner, political symbol of the Nazis, at 
its side. 

Wilhelm II, although an Emperor, shared power 
with the Reichstag; but Hitler will be immune from 
parliamentary restraints. President von Hindenburg 
was bound, even in his emergency decrees, by the 
Constitution; but Hitler has no such obstacle to his 
whims. Bismarck, the “Iron Chancellor,” guaranteed 
the freedom of the press; but under Hitler many 
newspapers have been suppressed, and the censorship 
allows only a trickle of news to be sent abroad. 
Though the Cabinet remains, so sweeping are Hitler's 
powers that it will doubtless be converted speedily 
into a futile squad of yes-men. Though Hindenburg 
is still President, the weight of his years and the 
recent swing of his sympathies to the forces of reac- 
tion make him an executive in name only. 

Thus ends, for the time being at least, one of the 

few genuine benefits that came from the World War. 
If not a specifically expressed war aim, it was one 
of the hopes of the American people that the German 
people would drive out their monarchical rulers, and 
that the Germans would share in the resurgence of 
democracy which President Wilson invoked. The 
popular uprising in Germany came a few days before 
the armistice, and the Kaiser fled to neutral sanctu- 
ary in Holland. The future of Germany hung in 
the balance for the next few months. On the one 
hand were the missionaries of Communism, beckon- 
ing the country to Sovtet government. On the other 
hand were the relics of the old order, urging a lim 
ited monarchy under a new dynasty. Over all weighed 
the crushing peace terms exacted by the victorious 
Powers at Versailles, enough to demoralize any peo- 
ple. 
It was Germany’s good fortune in those dark days 
that the Social Democrats won control of the Govern- 
ment and of the Weimar Assembly, where the Con- 
stitution was drafted. Their conciliatory spirit and 
far-seeing wisdom made the actual revolution virtu- 
ally bloodless, and built a Constitution that saved 
post-war Germany from disintegration. 

Seldom has a new nation come into being under 
more adverse conditions. The war had cost 1,808,000 
lives and left 4,300,000 wounded. The inhumane Al- 
lied blockade after the war caused the death of 300,- 
000 persons from starvation and disease. The peace 
terms sheared off 12 per cent of Germany’s area and 
10 per cent of her population, all her colonies, 28 per 
cent of her coal fields and 78 per cent of her iron 
deposits. Her merchant marine was wrecked. Allied 
commissions supervised her industries and domestic 
affairs. There was the intolerable burden of the rep 
arations, by which the Allies undertook to make 
Germany pay for the war—the folly of which the 
Allies did not realize until 13 years later, when repa- 
rations payments had already played a major role in 
upsetting the world economy. 

Under such circumstances, the German Republic

came into the world. With characteristic vigor, the 
people went to work rebuilding the country that had 
been all but ruined by the ambitions of their former 
imperial masters. German industry again came into 
its own, though tremendously handicapped by hostile 
tariff walls. The modernization of cities went for- 
ward, and today Germany leads the world in its hous- 
ing programs for wage-earners. In social legislation, 
too, Germany is viewed as a model, with a system of 
old-age, illness, disability and unemployment pensions 
that have helped tremendously in cushioning the 
blows of the depression. In foreign affairs, the Re- 
public’s great landmarks are the pact of Locarno, 


inegotiated by Foreign Minister Stresemann, and Ger- 


many’s admission into the League. 

On the fiscal side, Germany’s fate has been less 
happy. A vast inflation followed the French invasion 
of the Ruhr in 1923, completing the ruin of indus- 
tries and individuals that had weathered the war. 
The country’s financing proceeded largely by loans 
from abroad, and when the growing crisis caused 
their withdrawal, only the Hoover moratorium could 
save Germany from cataclysm. : 

Friedrich Ebert, the first President, had died in 
office in 1925, exhausted by his intense work for his 
people. His successor was Von Hindenburg, known 
as a militarist and monarchist, who surprised the 
world by becoming a stanch supporter of the Repub- 
lic. Yet even such support as he gave it was not 
sufficient to stem the tide of nationalism. Hitler, a 
demagogue and radical nationalist, found eager au- 
diences for his orations on the wrongs of Germany, 
in which he made vague promises of salvation. Os- 
wald Garrison Villard in his new book, “The German 
Phoenix,” explains Hitler by saying that he is “the 
creation of the wicked treaty of Versailles.” The 
statement may be fully accepted. Had peace been 
made on an equitable basis, the work of restoring 
Germany would be well on its way in a happier world, 
and there would have been no reason for the Ger- 
mans to heed Hitler’s wild preachings. As it is, the 
people have wearied of a succession of futile Cabinets 
and even Hindenburg has joined’in accepting Hitler 
as the Messiah. 

Of the future—who knows? It is inconceivable 
that a people who burned with the flame of liberty 
so long ago as 1848, who set up their democracy while 
the siege guns still smoked, will tolerate an auto- 
cratic rule for long, particularly if it fails to keep 
its flamboyant promises of bringing back prosper- 
ity. There may be a restoration of monarchy, with 
a Hohenzollern or other royal line on the throne. 
That may be viewed as a backward step, but it would 
be accompanied by no such repression and negation 
of liberty as prevail Mm Germany today. 

History and time are on the side of German democ- 
racy. Willi Hellpach, a member of the Reichstag and 
of the Heidelberg University faculty, pointed out a 
significant parallel in 1929, when he wrote: “It took 
the French people more than 80 years to settle down 
to their parliamentary Republic—twice during that 
time they have experimented with royalism, twice 
with Caesarism. Today, the vast majority desire only 
their Republic; France has become one of the strong- 
est ramparts against Fascism.” 

So it is with Germany. The people,.harassed by 
economic distress, temporarily willing to follow any 
expedient, are experimenting. But the spirit of ’48 
and of Weimar, it may be confidently predicted, will 
come to the fore again, and democracy will prevail. 


Diego Rivera’s mural peintings in the Detroit In- 
stitute of Fine Arts have caused a storm jn the Michi- 
gan city. It develops that Rivera, who might be 
called the official artist of the Mexican Revolution, 
was employed by Edsel Ford. That breught forth 
from a Detroit clergyman the remark that Rivera 
had “perpetrated a heartless hoax on his capitalist 
employer, Edsel Ford,” and that Rivera had “foisted 
on Mr. Ford and the museum a Communist mani-

festo.” We do not believe Rivera is capable of a heart- 
less hoax, or any other kind of hoax. He is a sincere 
artist, whose painting derives from his radical philos- 
ophy of life. The Babbitts of Detroit apparently ex- 
pected him, once he arrived in Detroit, to change his 
philosophy as he would a smock, to be a different 
man from the kind of man he is in Mexico City. If 
so, they have perpetrated a hoax upon themselves. 
Rivera is always himself. So, apparently, is Detroit. 


The Government’s prosecution of Charles E. Mitch- 
ell, resigned president of the National City Bank of 
New York, on the charge of income tax evasion raises 
an issue much broader than that of individual de- 
linguency. By his own admission, Mitchell made a 
fictitious sale of securjties that he might record a 
loss and thus escape tax payment. But the Govern- 
ment’s case is based upon its contention that the 
sale was accomplished by an exchange of letters, 
without the passage of any money. Were the bank- 
er able to offer in evidence a canceled check, it 
would seem that he could bring the transaction with- 
in the law. The social issue here is less that of the 
clumsiness of an individual taxpayer than the defec- 
tiveness of a law which opens wide the door of escape 
from taxation. 

In the income returns of 1931, deductions for 
capital losses reached $1;200,000,000. What part of 
this figure represents losses actually realized? What 
part of it is traceable to fictitious sales made for 
the purpose of recording deductible losses? How 
many of such sales can be defended as lawful avoid- 
ance? How many can be prosecuted as unlawful 
evasion? The questions are vital; but the answers 
are not at hand. Certain it is, however, that the 
Mitchell transaction is not an isolated one. The 
course which this man took was but the course 
which was taken by hundreds of others. 

Occasion for such action is afforded by the in- 
clusion in the income tax of capital sains. If we 
are to tax the huge incomes of the wealthy in boom 
years, we must tax capital gains. But if we in- 
clude capital gains in income, we must logically al- 
low the deduction of capital losses from income. 
The danger of the practice lies in the fact that 
owners of large properties will never make ficti- 
tious sales in order to register capital gains in good 
times, while they will invariably attempt to deduct 
unrealized losses in bad times. 

The Government may lose more from loss deduc- 
tions in the long run than it makes from the tax- 
ation of gains. The yield of the income tax will 
therefore be subject to violent fluctuations. In 1929, 
capital gains exceeded capital losses by more than 
four billion dollars. In 1931, losses surpassed gains by 
$750,000,000, In 1932 and 1933, the excess of losses 
will be even greater. Exclusion of capital items from 
income would stabilize Government revenues. In 
years of depression, it would close one open door 
to tax avoidance. 

Fictitious loss-realization sales are, however, but 
one of the escapes. The taxpayer may purchase tax- 
empt Federal, state or municipal bonds, of which

standing. Issues which are now tax-free can never be 
taxed. Further tax exemption can be prevented only 
by constitutional amendment. 

When rates are high, the corporation can pay its 
dividends in stock, which is not income, rather than 
in cash, which is. The wealthy individual can in- 
corporate: pay the flat corporate rate on his income 
instead of the personal surtax. Or he may divide 
his property among the members of his family, thus 
bringing his income down from the upper into the 
lower brackets of the surtax. 

Other devices abound. Many have doubtless es- 
caped detection. Others have been discovered by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue, which must keep them 
secret lest their employment be further extended. 
How many dollars of taxable income are carried 
beyond the reach of the taxing authorities by these 
means? It is impossible to estimate. The Capone 
case showed that the prosecution of a single evader 
may take months of preparation; entail the expendi- 
ture of thousands of dollars. At least the evidence 
is sufficient to justify the conclusion that millions 
could be added by more effective enforcement. 

Evasion defeats the purpose of taxing in propor- 
tion to ability. The recipient of a small income 
pays the bulk of his bill. The recipient of a large 
income may employ a tax expert who can point out 
to him the ways in which payment may be legally 
avoided. Or he may even resort to devices of eva- 
sion which in their very nature are unavailable to 
persons of smaller means. 

In part, this difficulty is ‘inescapable. In part, 
it may be remedied by. legislation and improved 
enforcement. We might eliminate capital gains and 
losses from income. We copld do away with the 
privilege of tax exemption. We could subject stock 
dividends to taxation. We could deny individuals 
the privilege of incorporation. 

We should close the doors of escape. It is probable 
that the Internal Revenue Bureau should be strength- 
ened, its staff improved, its salary scale increased; so 
that able lawyers and accountants will not be tempt- 
ed to leave service to enter private tax practice. 

Finally, we may resort again to the weapon of 
publicity. Tax payments were made public in 1924. 
A storm of protest led to a reversal of the decision. 
But income publicity would render evasion more 
difficult. It would invade individual privacy. It 
would increase the unpopularity of the tax. But, 
if other means fail, we may again be driven to it 
to make the taxation of income effective. The Mitch-

MAN’S MORTALITY. By Michael Arlen. 
(Doubleday Doran Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 


T is a long jump indeed from the Michael 

Arlen of the “Green Hat” days to the 

Michael Arlen of “Man’s Mortality,” his 
latest novel. Perhaps the fundamental dif- 
ference between the two Arlens may be at- 
tributed to the apparent fact that the latter 
has been doing a bit of living in that prov- 
ince of his personal geography, the south- 
ern frontier of which is marked roughly by 
the ears. It is no infertile province, as an 
interested reading of the book reveals, 
though there may be some question as to 
the human uses of its fruits. The ultra- 
fashionable sophisticate has become the so- 
cial philosopher on a world scale. His story 
is another contribution to the catastrophic 
school of literature, which might reasonably 
be expected to thrive in such a time as ours. 

The fantastic tale is based upon the as- 
sumption that during the period from 1934 
to 1987 the entire world has been brought 
under the absolute control of a syndicate 
known as International Aircraft & Air- 
ways, Inc. Certain mechanical inventions, 
notably the “anti-gravitation gyroscopic sta- 
bilizer,’ have made this possible. 

When the story begins, there is universal 
peace, “the pax aeronautica”; for, thanks to 
the corporation’s monopoly of secret me- 
chanical devices of enormous destructive 
power, no nation can do other than obey 
the commands of the small board of di- 
rectors.

This peaceful state of affairs has con- 
tinued for nearly half a century when the 
tale begins; and, although the world has ap- 
parently never before been so nicely adjust- 
ed for smooth running, there are rebellious 
mImurmurings. For one thing, the once “in- 
alienable” human rights vouchsafed to man 
by the old “rugged individualism” are sadly 
in abeyance. The high and exhilarating 
privilege of indulging periodically in a sham 
battle of ballots is no more. There is no 
longer any freedom to starve, either indi- 


- vVidually or collectively, and one may not 


bleed and die ever so little for even the 
most lofty of mouth-filling phrases. There 
is, indeed, a League of Nations, which the 
omnipotent syndicate not only tolerates but 
encourages, rather as a social safety valve 
for those statesmanlike souls who still occa- 
sionally feel themselves under compulsion to 
deliver sublime utterances as in the old 
“rugged” days. 

All the marvelous inventions upon which 
the power of the air syndicate depends have 
sprung from the master-mind of a single 
super-Edisonian genius, one Charles Augus- 
tus Knox, now aged and about to die. How- 
ever, he has a son, David, who far  sur- 
passes his father in scientific wizardry. Da- 
vid has discovered a means of utilizing air 
for unlimited motive power, and, shortly 
after the tale opens, he flabbergasts the 
entire world by flying around the earth be- 
tween dawn and dusk, achieving by spurts 
a speed of close on 2000 miles per hour. 

Naturally, the air syndicate wishes to buy 
David's secrets, but David scorns the pro- 
posal. His purpose in life is nothing less 
than to destroy the machine domination of 
mankind, and very soon he is fairly launched 
upon his mission with a small but absolutely 
invincible air fleet. here is a spectacular 
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eir battle and Paris is burned. -Whereupon 
David suddenly relents, and, after provid- 
ing for the destruction of his machines and 
all who know their secrets, he walks off the 
edge of a cliff into the sea, leaving with his 
few surviving followers the belief that he 
was none other than. the Savior Himself, 
briefly reincarnated for a materialistic age, 
that the fatal folly of mankind’s obsession 
with science and mechanics might be dem- 
onstrated. He has succeeded at least in de- 
stroying the air syndicate, and the _ story 
closes with the dream of a world state ap- 
parently about to be realized. 


The unquestioned assumption as to the 
desirability, not to mention the possibility, 
of a world state with neither barriers nor 
cistinctions of any sort would seem to in- 
dicate that the author may now be no less 
controlled by the emotional atmosphere, the 
“time mood,” of his historic moment than 
— the case when he wrote the “Green 

at.” 

In this connection, it would seem that 
history may. have something pertinent 
to say. At any rate, the tendency to unify 
vast areas and diverse populations has al- 
ways been strangely timed to coincide with 
cultural degeneracy and the waning of the 
civilization involved. An outstanding clas- 
sic example is the growth of the Macedo- 
nian Empire and the degenerate Hellenistic 
age. 

Contrary to a going notion of our day, 
history seems to show that cultural flower- 
ing is distinctly a provincial phenomenon, 
suggesting the analogy of the confinement 
and limitation indispensable in the physical 
process of germination. Perhaps because 
of our modern obsession with quantitative 
conceptions, we assume that bigger is sure 
to be better, and therefore what state could 
be better than the largest conceivable one, 
embracing all peoples? But even science, 
which we are inclined to worship as the su- 
preme authority, could teach us something 
about the inevitable relation of increasing 
size and complexity to breakdown and dis- 
solution. 

Perhaps it may become clear to another 
generation, under the influence of a changed 
world mood, that it is not the existence of 
separate nations—independent cultura] en- 
tities—that we should deplore as the cause 
of war, but the fatal social direction of all 
nations and peoples forced upon them by an 
impossible conception of economics. And 
may it not be common knowledge later on, 
that the early twentieth century world- 
urge toward world union was not an urge of 


. progress, but only the deluding symptom of 


a social disease approaching its climacteric?

Based on Idea Property 
Owners Here Have ‘‘Tax- 
ation Without Represen- 
tation” at Present. 


A historical pageant based on 
the Boston Tea Party will be pre- 
sented on the river front at the 
foot of Washington avenue at 8 p. 
m. Friday as the culminating move 
in the effort to secure passage at 
the municipal election on April 4 
of two charter amendments de- 
signed to remove objections to the 
present system of condemnation 


and the levying of benefit assess- 
ments. 

Based on the thesis that the 
lack of adequate notice to affect- 
ed property owners, which obtains 
under present condemnation pro- 
cedure, is akin to “taxation with- 
out representation,” against which 
the Boston colonists protested, the 
pageant is intended to crystallize 
the sentiment of St. Louis’ voters 
in favor of the charter amend- 
ments. 

The pageant, with a cast of ap- 
proximately 150 persons, composed 
largely of members of the young 
men’s division of the Chamber of 
Commerce, will be directed by 
Thomas Wood Stevens, who staged 
the Pageant and Masque in &t. 
Louis in 1914 and the Yorktown 
celebration last year among nt- 
merous other successes. 

The presentation will depict the 
events preceding and the Tea Par- 
ty itself. 

The public is invited to attend 
the avent. Adequate provisions for 
the handling of spectators and 
parking will be developed. 

Method of Giving Notice. 

In announcing the pageant, John 
M. Robertson, president of the 
Building Owners and Managers’ As- 
sociation and chairman of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee for the Charter 
Amendments, pointed out that, un- 
der present procedure, the only no- 
tice given affected property own- 
ers is in a legal newspaper of lim- 
ited circulation with which many 
property owners are unfamiliar.

of the facilities through gasoline 
taxes. 

Other features of the amend- 
ments, which are designed to cor- 
rect inequities of the present sys- 
tem, grant to the property owner a 
period of grace, up to one year, in 
which no interest on assessments 
need be paid, and provide for the 
payment of assessments in annua: 
installments, up to 10, thus allevi- 
ating much of the hardship experi- 
enced by small home owners in 
meeting tax bills.

ing the progress of a picture. It may be the script clerk who 
writes them. It may even be the director, or the assistant director 
or an electrician or an extra or the property man’s girl friend. !t 
may, in fact, be anybody except the star himself, and it is most 
certainly someone who can write plainly and approximately in keep 
ing with the character the star portrays on the screen. 

In a far corner of one big studio there is a row of offices 
partitioned off from one of the sound stages. On one door a modest 
Sign tells the curious visitor that within is the “Insert Department.” 
It is a part of this department’s business to write the letters which 
the stars appear to write in pictures. They do a number of othe? 
things there, too. The average picture has from ten to thirty “in 
serts’ of various kinds and they are all made there. But letter- 
writing and check-signing are two of their specialties,

“It was because 
I had heen able to 
make an excellent 
living as a_ portrait 
sculptor, Mrs. Ladd 
said, “that I volun- 
teered my services to 
aid the soldier who 
had been mutilated 
beyond recognition 
in the war. I felt 
that I was sufficient- 
ly established to be 
able to suggest the 
experiment of por- 
trait masks from a 
practical point of 
view; I would not 
be taken for just an 
artistic idealist. 

“There were in 
France at the time 
thousands of men so 
blasted and torn that 
they sat inside the 
hospitals, broken in 
spirit, wishing to see 
no one, because they 
could not bear the 
repulsion they caused 
any one who gazed 
upon their shattered 
and torn features. 
They were afraid to 
return to their wives, their children, with 
ghastly misshapen shells for faces, from 
which their own flesh and blood would 
turn away shuddering. 

“Here, let me make something quite 
plain. A certain class of sensational writ- 
ers have reported that these ghastly war 
victims, while abroad, sent women and chil- 
dren fleeing and screaming in terror as they 
approached. The truth of the matter is 
that these featureless men never stirred be- 
yond the grim, gray walls of the various 
military hospitals, where they were quar: 
tered. In fact, there was no commingling 
even between the victims themselves. 

“Now, the method I used for my por- 
trait masks, technically speaking, was this: 

‘First, a mask of the mutilated face was 
made. Then, working from photographs, 
or verbal descriptions, I would build up 
the missing or ruined features, with their 
habitual or natural expression, in the plaster 
cast. From this a gutta percha mask was 
made, when at last the soldier himself said, 
‘C'est moi.’ 

“The gutta percha mask was hung in a 
copper bath for two days. Through the 
hath an electric current was sent, as a re- 
sult of which there was deposited upon 
the mask a pure film of copper. The

thin light mask of copper was then sil- 
vered and painted with a special enamel 
that would match the skin tone of the sub- 
ject as exactly as possible. 

“If the wounded man was blind, the 
mask would be equipped with artificial eyes. 
Eyelashes, eyebrows, and even mustaches 
were affixed in the masks. They were light 
and durable. The masks will last a life- 
time. 


¢¢ TN many cases I was able to work from 
photographs. But sometimes there 
were none. However, from a study of all 
the features of the man which indicate his 
character and personality—finger tips, ear 
lobes, and so on, and through chats with 
the victims and their friends, I was able 
im every case to give the mutilated, dis- 
heartened man back his personality, and 
his hopes, and ambitions. 
“My object was not simply ‘to provide 
a man a mask to hide his awful mutilation. 
but to put in that mask part of the man 
himself—that is, the man he had been 
before tragedy intervened. 
“The masks are held over the face by 
spectacles. 
“From these victims of the war I have 
many touching letters. Tike clods they 


once sat in the hospitals, but now, pro- 
tected by the masks, they are again able 
to walk the streets, and be recognized by 
their friends. Many of them have returned 
home to wife, children or family, slipping 
back into their former places in society, 
able to work and derive a bit of happiness 
out of life. 

“Quite a few for whom the masks were 
made are even able to smoke, and some 
twirl their artificial mustachios with all 
the verve and aplomb so characteristic of 
your true Gaul. 

“For many the masks have been sources 
of cheer and hope, especially for those with 
wives and children. So lifelike and per 
sonal were the masks that children fre- 


quently cried out, 
‘Here comes papa!’ 
“My reasons for 
going to France were 
that I was anxious to 
help those men. I! 
wanted to express in 
those masks not just 
their natural appear- 


ances to the world, but 


their spiritual suffer- 
ings and their unbe- 
lievable hope and cour- 
age. For a full year 
I worked among them, 
and my recompense is 
that it was not in 
vain. 

When asked wheth- 
er or not the weight of 
the masks proved cum: 
bersome to the muti- 
lated victim, Mrs. 
Ladd explained: 

“No, the copper 
used was very thin and 
pliable and at the same 
time __ indestructible. 
The celluloid noses 
and other composi- 
tion features had not 
proved of permanent 
value, for they had to 
be renewed every week 
or so. 

The writer saw 
some of these masks 
lying on the table of 
her studio in Boston, 
but Mrs. Ladd proved 
adamant in her deter- 
mination that they 
should not be photo- 
graphed. And, strange 
to relate, the famous 
sculptor has never 
been called on to make 
a mask for any acci- 
dent victim of Amer- 
ica’s machine age. 

The number of 
masks made by Mrs 
Ladd totaled 93, two 
of which were for 
women, who had come 

within the charring range of liquid fire. 

In discussing the aesthetic, or rather 
hirsute, problem of supplying mustaches, 
the sculptor said that was easily solved. 

‘Why, real hair mustaches were inserted 
in the copper masks.” 

Of course, amusing incidents occurred 
now and then, as when, for instance, the 
eternal feminine showed interest in her hus- 
band’s new face. 

“Well do I recall the meek and humble 
French wife who called upon me to explain 
that her husband's eyes used to be such a 
lovely ‘dark brown, and that the mask 
which covered his face showed eyes of a 
lighter hue. 

“Would the king madame, then, change

the eyes if she returned the mask?’ 

The kind madame did, of course, and 
the French wife wrote her a letter brim- 
ming with gratefulness. 

The first suggestion as to the use of 
masks for the ‘mutiles’’ came from Lewis 
Hind, the English art critic. He had 
noticed the wonderfully true features in the 
sculptured faces done by Mrs. Ladd. He 
wrote her and suggested that there was 
need for her in Paris, and thither she went 
strictly on her own. 

After she began her work, Derwent 
Wood, noted portrait sculptor, turned his 
hand to supplying the British ‘‘mutiles™ 
with masks. Two of Mrs. Ladd's assis- 
tants, French sculptors, later made masks 
for the French, earning the gratitude of 
their country and also receiving the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor. 


T is because I worked with these men 


° of unfaltering courage that I was 


able to model a Christ which shows the 
triumph of spirit over suffering. It is be- 
cause I had studied the Christs and the 
saints of the greatest sculptors of the ages, 
during my years in Italy and France, that 
I was enabled to attempt the work I did, 
and to carry it out with some measure of 
success. 

In discussing “The Young Christ,” 
which is now in the Russell Memorial at 
Lawrence, Massachusetts—a six-foot bronze 
figure which portrays the Nazarene at the 


jage of 22—Mrs. Ladd declared that her 


conception of Christ was far different from 
the generally accepted type. 

“Christ was not a wishy-washy indi- 
vidual, but a robust, muscular and virile 
type of masculinity. The tendency of 
artists to continue portraying Christ as 
meek and humble, and embellishing His 
features with ringlets and beard is not only 
absurd, but untruthful. 

“If the stories about Christ are true,” 
she continued, “He must have been a regu- 


lar man—a tworfisted muscular human, It’ 


well required such a type of man to drive 
the money changers from the Temple. 
“And yet those engaged in teaching 
the doctrines of Christ—the clergy—looked 
with fear and askance upon my portrait of 
the Nazarene. While admitting that Christ 
must have been every inch a man, muscular 
and able»to fend for himself, they fought 
shy of placing it in their places of worship. 


VEN the modernists shuddered at 

my portrait—one could understand 
the shock that ‘The Young Christ’ gave 
the fundamentalists, but the attitude of 
modern thinking mer and women was in- 
explicable. 

“Youth, however, divined the true pur- 
port of my portrait. Youth of today de- 
mands a Christ with whom they can get in 
touch, with whom they can establish a 
bond of sympathy. So, I modeled the 
figure from the finest types of our genera’ 
tion whose nobility of character and promise 
expressed the spirit of the Christ which 
lives in our age as surely as in other ages." 

“The Young Christ’ epitomises the en- 
tire spirit of Mrs. Ladd's work as a sculptor. 

Notwithstanding that Mrs, Ladd has 
spent much of her time in France and 
Italy, she proudly boasts that she has “been 
American for 200 years.” 

Though a native of Philadelphia, she 
refers to herself as a Bostonian. 

Her husband is Dr. Maynard Ladd, a 
member of the faculty of the Harvard 
Medical School and of the staff. of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital. He is one 
of the outstanding authorities on diseases 
of children. 

Mrs. Ladd’s work has been exhibited in 
Rome, the Paris Salon, at the National 
Sculpture Society, the National Academy of 
Design, Chicago Art Institute, Boston Mu- 
seum, Corcoran Gallery in Washington, 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts. Her 
permanent exhibits are in Rome, Paris, New 
York, Boston, London and other great 
centers.

DIFFICULT decis- 
ion confronted 
‘Buster’ Whiteway 
when an airplane 
crashed on the 
snow-packed ice of 
Moose Lake one 
snowy day early 
this year. White- 
way and four other 
men had been in the plane. One of 
those others was a corporal of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, who 
was taking Whiteway back to civiliza- 
tion to face trial on a serious charge. 
His four companions were unconscious 
when the prisoner regained his senses 
and staggered to his feet. The way of 
escape lay open before him. 

But Whiteway knew that if he 
seized this chance for liberty, death 
would probably be the fate of those he 
left behind. One already was dead. 
The others were seriously injured and 
were unlikely to survive the bitter cold 
until their plight was discovered. If 
help could be summoned speedily and 
they could be kept from freezing uhtil 
it arrived they would be saved. The 
prisoner was the only one who might 
accomplish that— but at the cost of 
nis own freedom. 

It was the latter course that White- 
way took. Forced to hobble and crawl 
because of a broken ankle, he carried 
word of the helpless men to an island 
camp and they were quickly rescued. 
Whiteway remained a prisoner, went 
into court and was sentenced because 
he had violated the written law. But 
because of his obedience to the law of 
humanity, his sentence was made very 
light. 

The crime for which Whiteway was 
arrested was the robbery of a store and 
postoffice at the little station of Bay 
Trail, in the province of Saskatche- 
wan. On the evening of September 16, 
1932, Paul Reibourg, the storekeeper 
and postmaster, was preparing to close 
up for the night when feet stamped 
on the board planking outside, the 
door swung open and three roughly 
dressed men entered. One asked for 
soda biscuits. Reibourg had scarcely 
turned to the shelves when the com- 
mand to “put ’em up” was given. The 
storekeeper wheeled around to face a 
revolver. 

The robbers put Reibourg into a 
rear room, bound and gagged him and 
threw him in a corner. Then they ran- 
sacked the store, taking about $100 
in cash and a large quantity of mer- 
chandise, which they loaded into an 
automobile. It was late that night be- 
fore neighbors found and released the 
storekeeper, and by that time the rob- 
bers were far away. 

Police circulars with descriptions of 
the holdup men went out, but for a 
time there were no arrests. Then late 
in December, detective work around 
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the Bay Trail area resulted in another 
circular, asking police officials to pick 
up James Joseph ‘‘Buster’’ Whiteway, 
if he could be found, as one of the 
Bay Trail robber gang. 

Whiteway was not unknown in the 
North. Born 25 years ago at Berens 
River, he has trapped and prospected 
the north with occasional forays farth- 
er south in search of work of any kind 
when the fur market slipped down- 
ward and mineral claims were a drug 
on the mining exchange. 


CIRCULAR announcing White- 
A way as a wanted man eventual- 

ly reached Norway House, 
where Corporal Percy Graves is in 
charge of the Mounted post. Graves 
knew Buster and reports were that he 
had a trap line at. Cross Lake, north 
of Norway. Graves sped northward 
with a dog team to find that the 
quarry had moved on. So the cor- 
poral went on, too, and late one eve- 
ning he reined in his dogs before a 
trapper's cabin. Buster was frying 
bacon on the stove inside. 

Graves took Whiteway back to Nor- 
way House, and radioed out that he 
had his man. Radio orders came back 
the next day that Pilot William Spence

of the Spence McDonough Airways 
would call for him and his prisoner to 
bring them to The F’as. Here a Sas- 
katchewan escort would pick up the 
wanted man and return him to the 
scene of the holdup. 

On Friday afternoon, January 13, 
Spence’s plane came down to a land- 
ing at the police post at Norway House 
and Corporal Graves and the prisoner 
climbed aboard. Also in the ship were 
W. L. Cooke, the mechanic, and Ernest 
Robinson, a prospector. 

Pilot Spence turned his machine in- 
to the north wind and gave it the gun. 
A blizzard was threatening then, but 
The Pas was only 150 miles away and 
Spence had covered many a northern 
trail in far worse weather. The air- 
plane climbed into the gray sky and 
headed west. 

Twilight was gathering over lonely 
Moose Lake and snow was sweeping 
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W. L. Cooke 


across it before a biting wind when 
the plane, buffeted by the storm, 
swocped down for a landing, touching 
tree tops as it crossed the shore line. 

Pilot Spence, flying almost blind, 
misjudged his landing. He did not re- 
alize the hard-packed snow above the 
lake ice was so close beneath him. He 
was side-slipping, coming with the 
wind. One wingtip caught the snow 
and the wing ripped off; the big plane 
roared on to disaster, twisting itself 
into a mass of wreckage. 


HREE men were hurled from 
the cabin, one through the roof, 


to lie unconscious on the snow. 
How long they lay. there is uncer- 
tain.

Whiteway limped to the wreck. In 
the cabin he found Corporal Graves 
and Robinson, unconscious.

A few yards away the body of pilot 
Spence had fallen across that of 
Cooke. Spence was dead. 

Cooke's hands were already frozen 
and his body had been bruised and 
broken in the crash. Whiteway him- 
self had a fractured ankle and was 
half delirious. The prisoner surveyed 
the situation, considered its possibili- 
ties. Should he seize this chance to 
escape, or try to help the others? He 
made his decision quickly. 

He saw a shoreline through the 
murky evening and painfully made his 
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way toward it. His woodsman’s in- 
stinct was to light a fire and bring 
the injured men within its glow where 
they could at least be warmed. 

The land he saw was Bacon's Island 
a rocky outcropping in the middle of 
Moose Lake. When half way to the 
island he sighted a fish caboose mov- 
ing across the lake with the day's last 
load. He called but the fish caboose 
moved on. Vainly he threw his voice 
into the wind. The caboose rounded 
the island’s end and was out of sight. 

Whiteway struggled on. Then the 
wind brought him a cheering sound- 
the yowling of a husky dog, perhaps 
halt a mile away.

Seattered through the 
Pacific region, Spence 
says, is archeological evi- 
dence that its land sup- 
ported an earlier civilization 
than that of its present in- 
habitants or their ancestors. 

He cites stone terraces and 

hewn stone statues on Easter Island, 
stone pyramids and idols in Hawaii, 
foundations of temples on Pitcairn 
Island, remnants of pyramids in Tahiti 
and Fiji---the work, apparently, of 
people who lived in the islands before 
the Polynesians settled there. In New 
Zealand are remnants of stone work 
and a drainage system which are de- 
clared to antedate the Maoris. In Mel- 
anesia, which includes New Guinea, 
Fiji, New Caledonia and intermediate 
islands, there are ancient stone monu- 
ments attributed to earlier inhabitants 
than the Melanesians. 

Micronesia, which is north of Mel- 
anesia, is particularly rich in relics of 
a vanished culture suggesting a van- 
ished race. In the Carolines, which 
lie about 2300 miles from Japan, the 
island of Yap has ancient terraces and 
embankments and roads paved with 
atone blocks. And on the island of 
Ponape is the deserted city of Metal- 
anim whose ruins | 
cover 11 square 
miles. Mighty 
walls, ruined 
temples and canals 
are abundant 
there. ‘‘Excavation 
of the tombs dis- 
covered on the 
site,’ says Spence, 
‘“‘has revealed the 
presence of axes 
formed f rom 
shells, beads made 
from shells rubbed 
down, resembling 
the wampum or 
shell money of the 
American Indians, 
and wristlets and 
other ornaments 
made of the same 
material. The axes 
were almost cer- 
tainly of a cere- 
monial character 
and could scarcely 
have been employ- 
ed for dressing 
wood or stone.’’

Menehune, who built stone temples 
and carved wood and stone. Make- 
make, the great god of the Easter Is- 
landers, was supposed to have come 
from a sunken land. In certain islands 
the god Tangaroa, a deity both of sea 
and subterranean fire, is thought to 
be fair-haired. 

From these and other beliefs and 
folk tales which he cites, Spence 
argues: ‘It is not too much to say 
that the keynote of Oceanic myth is 
terrestrial disturbance, seismic, vol- 
canic and diluvian. That being 80, 
and having regard to the fact that 
the Polynesians arrived in Oceania 

after the period of greatest seis- 


that they were erected by some- 
one acquainted with the principles 
of a much earlier architecture.” 
As to the possibility that Jap- 
anese architects collaborated with 
Polynesians in building the city, 
he observes, ‘.. . . it appears 
simpler to believe in the erection 
of Metalanim by a people much 
more archaic, the ‘Lemuri- 
Oe cuc 

On some of the islands are 
stone images quite dissimilar in 
appearance to the present inhabit- 
ants. On Raivavai, in the Aus- 
tral group, are two images whose 
legs and footgear resemble those 
depicted in many of the Mayan 
statues in Central America. On 
Easter Island, on the contrary, 
are huge statues, sume 70 feet 
high, which depict a racial type 
still to be found there. Inci- 
dentally, the unffnished state 
of some. of the statues and 
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mic stress (he elsewhere places 
the arrival of the Polynesians at 
about the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era), it does not seem.a con- 
clusion of error to refer the myths 
and tales of sunken lands and of 
forces which compelled their sub- 
mergence to a mythology or tradi- 
tion not only much more ancient 
than their own but of different 
origin.’’ In other words, he thinks 
they acquired these myths from 
the Lemurians—from the surviv- 
ors of that fair race who were 
still in the islands when the in- 
vaders arrived. 

Another argument for the 
former existence of an inhabited 
continent in the Pacific is based 
on tattooing. Since this practice 
is found in China to the west and 
Central America to the _ east, 
Spence thinks it is a natural in- 
ference that large areas once lay 
between them, particularly as he

tions a Maori myth that the art of 
tattooing came from a fair people. 
dwelling in the underworld. 

Among the most interesting of 
Spence’s evidence is the presence of 
persons of fair skin and fair hair 
among the dark peoples of Oceania. 
Ancient Polynesian records state that 
in one of the migrations of this race 
the travelers stopped at an island near 
the Fiji group and found it inhabited 
by both black and fair people; the fair 
people were cultivators of the land. S. 
Percy Smith, in his book ‘‘Hawaiki,”’ 
says: ‘* .. . all through the race 
(Polynesian), everywhere we meet 
with it, we find a strain of light-col- 
ored people who are not albinos, but 
have quite light hair and fair com- 
plexions. With the Maoris this strain 
often runs in families for many gene- 
rations; at other times it appears as 
a probable reversion to the original 
type from which the strain derived.’’ 


out the entire length and breadth 

of the Pacific Ocean, but more es- 
pecially in its more easterly latitudes, 
there exist the clearest and most as- 
tonishing traces of a white, fair-haired 
race which owes nothing to European 
admixture. The legends of Hawaii, the 
New Hebrides and New Zealand are 
all eloquent of the past traditions of 
such a race, and numerous examples 
of it are still to be found in white and 
fair-haired natives without a drop of 
European blood in their veins. 

‘‘Toward the west of Oceania traces 
of native fairness grow fainter. This 
shows that it is more indigenous to the 
eastern part of the area. Had it pass- 
ed through the tropics with their 
dark racés it would have decreased, an 
observation which practically disposes 
of the theory that the fair peoples of 
the Pacific came from India, Egypt or 
the Persian Gulf.’’ 

As to what Lemurian life was like, 
Spence has some ideas, but is careful 
to make it plain that they are only 
conjectures, drawn largely from an- 
alogy. He thinks the culture of Le- 
muria was that of the late’ Stone Age 
—‘‘a sort of Homeric era without 
metal.’”’ The population, he believes, 
was of various races, but the govern- 
ing class was white, with ability in 
sculpture, painting, weaving and pot- 
tery-making. The discovery of an- 
cient scripts on Easter Island and 
Oleai, undeciphered by the present 
inhabitants, is taken to indicate that 
Lemuria had writing, largely pictorial. 
He thinks there were slaves, great 
numbers of whom were employed on 
public works. A monarchial govern- 
ment, a powerful priesthood, a large 
army and an aristocracy which lived 
in extreme luxury, he considers likely. 


Sou Spence: ‘Practically through- 


of several large land masses, the 

oldest of which lay between the 
present Easter Island and Peru: he 
designates this as Davis Land. Two 
other continental areas he conceives as 
having extended, one from the Sand- 
‘wich Islands to New Zealand, the 
other from New Caledonia to Sumatra. 
He suggests that cultural influences 
from Atlantis reached Lemuria by 
way of America; that a sub-continent, 
Antillia, of which the West Indies are 
vestiges, survived for many centuries 
after Atlantis was submerged, and 
men from Antillia reached Central 
America, founded there the civiliza- 
tion now known as Mayan, and from 
there spread their culture to Lemuria. 
This theory, of course, would place the 
beginning of Mayan civilization a long 
time before 200 B. C., the approximate 
date generally assigned the appear- 
ance of the Mayas in America. 

Without vouching for its accuracy, 
Spence quotes from an article pub- 
lished last year in Los Angeles, which 
purports to disclose the presence on 
Mount Shasta of a community of de- 
acendants of the ancient Lemurians. 
According to this article, between 600 
and 1000 persons live peacefully but 
aloof in a closely guarded village on 
the side of the mountain, where they 
hold atrange ceremonials. Clad in 
white robes, they are said to appear 
occasionally in towns to buy sulphur, 
salt and lard, paid for with gold nug- 
gets. The article says they do not 
speak English and are credited by 
people of that region with possession 
of mystical powers.

He is fat, 
has the ruddy, wind-bitten complexion 
of a traffic cop, and as for secret 
sleuthing—-when his bulky, uniformed

The plain truth of the matter is that 
Gus’ nickname of ‘‘Eagle-Eye” is a 
compliment to his skill rather than an 
explanation of his success. It’s what 
goes on behind those good-humored 
gray eyes that has made him one of 
the most valuable specialists the New 
York Police Department has ever de- 
veloped. It’s his remarkable memory 
for the license numbers of stolen auto- 
mobiles, plus the use of a clever index 


system of his own devising, that en- 
ables him to drive in the thickest of 
traffic, gaze at a license plate that im- 
mediately feels at home in his mem- 
ory, verify that peculiar hunch and in 
a few minutes after having first seen 
the car, be able to clamp the wristlets 
on another automobile thief and add 
another capture to his constantly 
rowing record. 

A well-known psychologist, called 
upon once to explain Schalkham’s phe- 
nomenal success, said that Gus was a 
‘biologic sport,’’ that he was endowed 
by nature with a freak memory. That 
is a partial explanation. There are, on 
an average, between 30 and 40 cars 
stolen a day in the five boroughs of 
New York City. The license numbers 
of these cars are reported to headquar- 
ters, and Schalkham, along with other

sitive hands that I have ever seen.” 

Indeed, the sensitiveness of Miss 
Bierman’s hands is more closely re- 
lated to her numerous accomplish- 
ments than the casual observer might 
at first imagine. Her delicate finger- 
tips are the eyes through which she 
reads Braille and gains her knowl- 
edge of the shape and texture of the 
objects around her. And just as eyes 
often express the intelligence that is 
behind them, so in Miss Bierman’s 
case do her hands express an equiva- 
lent awareness, and in addition a nat- 
ural and beautiful expressiveness in 
their gestures. 


HE gracefulness and expressive- 
ness of her hands have been of 
great help to her in her dra- 
matic coaching. The use of the 
hands is an art which every consci- 
entious actor strives to acquire, and 
a simple manual gesture can some- 
times more eloquently express mean- 
ing than the spoken word. And though 
Miss Bierman is unable to see, she is 
able to illustrate the gesture appropri- 
ate to delivery of the lines. 

As important as that may be, her 
success in coaching plays lies in her 
excellent knowledge of diction and cor- 
rect speech. She received her Bach- 
elor of Arts degree at Columbia, where 
she specialized in voice culture, and 
she later took her Master’s degree 
there in English literature. Thus she 
not only became familiar with the mas- 
terpieces of English dramatic litera- 
ture, but at the same time acquired 
knowledge of the correct manner in 
which the Janguage should be spoken. 
In coaching a play, she is able to con- 
centrate entirely on the spoken words, 
and where another coach might have 
his attention diverted by the physical 


action of the 

actors, Miss 

Bierman’s_ at- 

tention is fo- 

cussed alone 

on speech. And 

whenever the read- 

ing of a line rings 

false or fails to con- 

vey the meaning, she is 

able to catch the weakness 

and correct it. Matters of 
costume, routine business and 
scenery are left to others. In drama 
the spoken word is, after all, the main 
thing, and in directing this Miss Bier- 
man is an expert. 

She is so expert, in facf, that just 
last summer she won a scholarship in 
competition with sighted persons in 
the speech art contest sponsored by the 
Association of Dramatic Arts. The 
prize entitled her to a summer at the 
University of Southern California, 
where she attended advance courses 
connected with the drama. 

Miss Bierman was born in Ger- 
many, near Munich, 26 years ago, but 
was brought to this country when six 
months old. Her mother died when 
she was very young, and for a num- 
ber of years she made her home with 
her father, who has since died. 

While still a very young child she 
showed an unusually alert mind and a 
great curiosity about the world that 
she was unable to see with her eyes. 
Indeed, she was hardly 11 years old 
when she was able to read rapidly 
through Braille. The liveliness of her 
mind and her unusual memory enabled 
her to equal or excel her playmates in 
practically everything they did, ex- 
cept in games involving speedy run- 
ning and where there was danger of 
colliding with obstacles.

had been reported stolen that day or 
week or month, he would very likely 
ask you if you were trying to kid him. 
But the second he lays eyes on any one 
of those several hundred or more num- 
bers on the license plate of a passing 
car, another automobile thief is as 
xood as on his way to the lockup. 

When Gus espies a license number 
that registers in his mind, he doesn't 
immediately make a dash for the car 
and arrest the driver. He follows the 
car in his own roadster, driving with 
his right hand as with his left he turns 
the pages of his own highly individual 
index system where he has listed the 
numbers of ears wanted. Almost in- 
variably, and in less than a few sec- 
onds, he finds that the car ahead is 
on his list. Then he overtakes the 
car and makes his arrest. Sometimes 
the driver surrenders without a strug- 
gle. But at other times there is stir- 
ring action. 

On one occasion Gus had to speed 
through the thickest of mid-town traf- 
fic after a fleeing car, with traffic tov

Her ability to adapt herself quickly 
made her self-sufficient at an early 
age. After the death of her parents 
she made her- home with friends in 
New Jersey and New York. Thus, ex- 
cept for occasional special courses at 
schools for the blind, she has spent 
practically all of her life among nor- 
mally sighted persons, which to an ex- 
tent accounts for her perfectly normal 
cutlook and the high degree to which 
she has developed her activities among 
normal persons. 

HE attended Wadleigh High School 
S:: New York, and from there was 

graduated to Columbia University. 
Her memory and her high degree of 
concentration were her greatest aids. 
There was nothing to divert her at- 
tention in schc.l, and what she once 
heard the teacher say she rarely for- 
got. This reduced the need for home 
work to a minimum, but she did her 
share of outside work. She learned 
from textbooks and other required 
reading by having someone read to her 
what wasn’t to be found in books pub- 
lished in Braille. Owing to her pow- 
ers of concentration, she could learn in 
a single reading what other students 
have to read for themselves, sometimes 


several times. She learned 

to typewrite, by means of 

raised letters on the key- 

board, so that she was able 

at school to turn in all 

the required reports and 

written papers. She also 

helped pay her own 

way in school by do- 

ing typing for 

others, and she 

was able to main- 

tain a high 

enough scholas- 

tic average to 

win a number 

of scholar- 

ships.

able to fire because of the crowds. The 
chase finally ended underground on 
the tracks of the subway, where the 
thief surrendered rather than expose 
himself to Schalkham’s marksmansbip. 
{n this instance the thief's eagerness 
to escape was not due entirely to tem- 
perament, for it turned out that he 
was a fourth offender and hence eligi- 
ble to a life sentence under the Baumes 
Law. 

Although the psychologists may be 
right in saying that Schalkham has 
been endowed by nature with a pecu- 
liar type of memory, it is equally true 
that he helped develop this latent gift. 
When he was a youngster his family 
occupied a flat overlooking the tracks 

of the Third Avenue ele- 
vated line. Many hours 
he and his brother used 
to lean out the window, 
playing a game with the 
numbers on the train 
cars. They would select 
numbers on the trains 
making the up-trip, and 
then try to spot the same number on 
trains making the return trip. Schralk- 
ham bec&ime very adept at this game, 
but there was nothing about it to indi- 
cate he was to make a career out of 
his ability to recognize number groups. 

During the war Schalkham served 
as mess sergeant with the Seventh En- 
gineers of the 105th Division overseas. 
While in France he met and married 
a French girl—they have three chil- 
dren now—and on returning to New 
York he joined the Police Department. 


LTHOUGH it wasn't until the last 
Ate years that Schalkham became 
noted for his automobile special- 
ty, it might as well be said that he was 
always an exceptionally good puolice- 
man and has several departmental cita- 
tious to show for it, in addition to a 
gold medal for bravery. Ten years ago, 
while forming part of the police cor- 
don at a fire on Canal street, he hap- 
pened to observe a parked taxicab that 
arcused his suspicions. He left his 
post to investigate, and managed to 
thwart a burglary in which $60,000 
worth of silk was being stolen from a 
warehouse. Again, on Christmas eve, 
1925, while patrolling the New York 
upproach of the Williamsburg Bridge, 
he noticed fire coming from a tene- 
ment underneath the bridge. It was 3 
a. m., with few people abroad. He 
hailed a taxi, sent the driver to turn 
in ao alarm and himself dashed to the 
rescue. Before the Fire Department 
arrived he had saved eight lives un- 
aided, carrying several persons who 
were unconscious from the building. 
As he carried the last per- 
son from the building the 
roof collapsed. As a result 
of his intelligent and coura- 
geous action, no lives were 

lost. 

As an automobile retriev- 
er, however, Gus hadn't 
shown any particular talent 
prior to 1927, when he was 
assigned as a traffic cop to

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Use rather stiff cardboard, such as the top of a laundry box, for mounting. Cut out the half-page picture above and soak for a few moments in cold water. Remove and lay on pad of old newspapers. Using another newspaper as a 
blotter, soak up the surplus mipisture. Coat reverse side of: picture with well-mixed flour paste, having no lumps. Put another thin coat of paste on the cardboard, then mount picture. Again using old ‘newspapers, press gently but 
firmly over the entire surface to flatten out any air pockets. Last, give the picture a few rolls with the kitchen rolling pin. Wher-the paste is nearly dry, it is a good idea to place a weight, say a flatiron or two, upon the mount. 
If carefully done, it will dry as flat and tight as a drum head. An old safety razor blade, mounted in proper kind of handle, is ideal for cutting puzzle into sections. A pair of good scissors will gerve almost as well. Cut along 
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
